to  twelve ;  then  twenty -four  and  thirty-six  months.  Together  with  a  Perfect  Cent  Table,  coveniently 
arranged  at  the  close  of  the  work,  showing  the  interest  on  any  part  of  a  dollar,  from  the  lowest 
term  of  time  required  up  to  three  years.

TO  THE  PUBLIC. 


The  only  important  fact  relative  to  this  production,  which  any  person  who  may  wish  to  furnish 
himself  with  an  article  of  this  kind  can  be  particularly  benefited  in  knowing,  is  the  certainty  of  its 
accuracy,  It  may  be  proper  therefore  to  state  the  method  pursued  in  preparing  the  manuscript  as 
well  as  in  printing.  In  forming  the  manuscript,  one  entire  set  of  computations  was  made  by  the 
author,  with  the  assistance  of  certain  collateral  check  tables,  especially  arranged  for  the  occasion, 
and  which  served  a  very  important  purpose  in  detecting  such  scattering  errors  as  might  otherwise 
have  passed  unnoticed  ;  but  from  many  years'  practical  acquaintance  with  the  details  of  the  count- 
ing-room, and  being  well  aware  of  the  great  liability  to  error,  even  with  the  most  experienced  ac- 
countants, the  precaution  was  taken  to  test  each  calculation  by  a  duplicate  set  of  computations, 
made  by  a  person  aided,  by  similar  proof  tables  to  those  above  alluded  to.  After  repeated  calcula- 
tions and  comparisons  of  the  two  sets  of  manuscript,  feeling  every  reasonable  assurance  of  their 
accuracy,  the  work  was  permitted  to  go  to  press. 

While  going  through  the  press,  the  printed  sheets  were  read  in  various  ways  by  different  per- 
sons. The  first  two  impressions  were  read  by  the  printer,  in  comparison  with  the  manuscript ; 
then  the  third  impression  was  taken  and  read  by  the  author,  in  comparison  with  the  collateral  com- 
putations ;  and  if  all  was  found  right,  the  press  was  permitted  to  go  on.  Nevertheless,  fearing  the 
possibility  of  accident,  the  middle  impression  was  carefully  examined  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whe- 
ther any  type  had  been  moved  from  its  place.

I  have  only  to  add,  such  is  my  confidence  in  the  accuracy  of  these  Tables,  that  I  am  enabled  to 
say  I  will  pay  twenty-five  dollars  to  the  first  person  who,  within  one  year  from  this  date,  shall 
discover  and  show  to  me  an  error  amounting  to  as  much  as  one  cent,  on  any  single  calculation  of 
interest  contained  in  the  whole  work.

EXPLANATION. 

* 

The  principal,  beginning  at  one  dollar,  and  progressing  to  the  highest  sum  contained  in  the 
work,  is  in  all  cases  to'be  found  at  the  top  of  the  page.  The  time  is  shown  in  the  left  hand  margin 
ofeach^page,  beginning  at  the  top  with  1  day,  proceeding  down  in  regular  order  to  20  days, 
then  advancing  to  30,  40,  60,  63,  90,  93,  100,  200,  and  300  days.  The  months  are  ar- 
ranged directly  under  the  days,  beginning  at  1,  and  proceeding  in  regular  order  down  to 
12  months,  then  advancing  to  24  and  36  months  ;  so  that  we  have  at  one  view  the  inter- 
est on  the  sum  required  for  tears,  months,  and  days,  for  any  term  of  time,  from  1  day  ta 
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3  years  inclusive.  The  interest  required  will  in  all  eases  be  found  in  that  column  which  is  placed 
directly  under  the  given  principal,  and  opposite  to  the  given  time.  For  example,  the  interest  on  11 
dollars  (page  5)  for  8  months  is  shown  to  be  44  cents.  The  interest  on  12  dollars  (page  5)  for  60 
days  is  12  cents  ;  on  23  dollars  (page  6)  for  14  days,  5  cents,  &c.  If  the  interest  for  four  years  be  required, 
we  have  only  to  add  the  3  years  and  1  year  together,  to  obtain  it ;  for  five  years,  add  the  3  and  2 
years  together.  If  the  interest  on  2  years,  7  months,  and  18  days,  be  required,  add  the  three  sums 
together.  If  the  interest  for  157  days  be  wanting,  add  the  interest  on  100,  40,  and  17  days  toge- 
ther.    If  the  interest  for  297  days  be  required,  add  the  interest  on  200,  90,  and  7  days  together. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  arrangement  of  this  work  is  such  as  will  admit  of  any  combination  of 
years,  months,  and  dats,  while  at  the  same  time  it  is  admirably  well  adapted  to  the  practice  of 
those  who  compute  interest  by  days  wholly. 

To  find  the  interest  on  parts  of  a  dollar,  we  have  only  to  make  a  single  reference  to  the  Cent 
Table,  contained  at  the  end  of  the  work,  where  we  may  find  at  a  glance  the  interest  required  on 
any  number  of  cents,  from  1  to  99  inclusive,  for  any  time,  from  the  lowest  required  up  to  3  years. 

It  is  proper  to  remark,  that  in  adding  two  or  three  distinct  sums  of  interest  together,  (such  for 
instance  as  on  90,  40,  and  17  days,)  a  slight  variation  from  the  exact  amount  will  occasionally 
occur ;  perhaps  in  some  instances  a  half  cent,  in  others  three  quarters,  and  possibly  in  a  few  scat- 
tered instances  even  a  whole  cent.  This  is  owing  to  the  circumstance  that  the  rule  observed  in 
computing  the  interest  has  been  to  consider  the  fractions  of  a  cent,  when  as  much  as  5  mills,  the 
same  as  being  a  whole  cent ;  and  on  the  contrary,  when  less  than  5  mills,  to  reject  them. 

With  respect  to  the  question  whether  these  tables  afford  any  advantage  over  other  productions  of 
like  denomination,  it  is  believed  that  but  one  opinion  will  be  entertained,  inasmuch  as  the  interest 
on  the  given  sum  may  be  found  for  any  number  of  days,  as  well  as  for  years,  months,  and 
days,  at  one  view  ;  so  that  whatever  the  arrangement  of  time  may  be  in  making  out  accounts  of 
interest,  they  will  be  found  in  all  cases  equally  well  adapted.

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EXPLANATION  OF  THE  CENT  TABLE. 


On  the  two  preceding  pages,  is  contained  a  Table,  showing  the  interest  on  any  number  of  cents, 
from  1  to  99  inclusive,  by  twos. 

The  principal  begins  at  2  cents  on  the  margin  of  the  left  hand  page,  and  continues  to  50  inclu- 
sive. On  the  margin  of  the  right  hand  page,  the  principal  commences  at  52  cents,  and  continues 
down  the  column  to  99  inclusive. 

The  want  of  room  to  print  in  regular  numerical  progression  every  number  of  cents,  is  the  reason 
for  advancing  by  twos  ;  and  notwithstanding  the  table  may  show  the  consequent  variation  of  1  cent 
in  some  instances,  yet  in  reality  the  loss  or  gain  will  never  exceed  2  mills  more  than  it  would  have 
been  had  every  amount  of  cents  been  presented,  even  when  the  time  shall  be  3  years.  When 
the  time  does  not  exceed  1  year,  the  loss  or  gain  will  not  be  more  than  6  tenths  of  a  mill,  in  conse- 
quence of  this  mode  of  proceeding. 

The  time  is  stated  at  the  head  and  centre  of  each  page.  Both  pages  begin  at  1  month,  and  end 
at  36  months. 

The  interest  on  any  number  of  cents,  from  1  to  99,  does  not  amount  to  half  a  cent  for  any  term  of 
time  less  than  1  month ;  from  which  it  will  appear  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  giving  the  interest 
in  the  cent  table  on  any  term  of  time  of  less  denomination  than  that  of  months.  For  instance,  if 
we  want  the  interest  on  65,  75,  88,  93,  99,  or  any  other  number  of  cents,  for  75, 80,85,  90,  95,  100, 
or  105  days,  it  would  be  sufficiently  accurate  to  take  the  interest  for  3  months,  as  given  in  the  table ; 
and  the  variation,  in  the  whole  range  of  this  latitude,  from  the  exact  amount  of  interest,  would 
not  equal  5  mills. 

When  the  interest  on  part  of  a  dollar  is  required,  provided  the  time  does  not  exceed  3  months,  in 
ordinary  cases  50,  and  so  up  to  99  cents,  may  be  considered  as  1  dollar;  and  any  sum  less  than  50 
cents  would  be  hardly  worth  calculating.  For  example,  if  you  want  the  interest  on  $75.75,  call 
the  principal  $76  ;  when  you  want  the  interest  on  $148.30,  call  the  principal  $148  only.  By  pur- 
suing this  plan,  you  will  save  yourself  the  trouble  of  referring  to  the  cent  table. 

The  left  hand  column  on  both  pages,  for  the  first  month,  might  have  been  dispensed  with,  but 
for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  no  interest  is  chargeable  on  any  amount  of  cents  contained  on 
them,  for|that  term  of  time. 


Every  given  sum  of  interest  contained  in  this  work,  bears  that  proportion  to  the  interest  on  the 
principal  (which  stands  at  the  head  of  the  column)  for  one  year,  which  its  time,  reduced  to  d*aysf 
bears  to  365  ;  hence  the  difference  between  the  interest  on  30  days  and  1  month,  as  seen  in  the 
tables :  30  days  having  been  considered  as  forming  30-365ths  of  a  year.  Whereas  1  month  is  sup- 
posed to  constitute  a  twelfth  part  of  a  year.  The  difference  between  360  and  365  days  to  the  year 
is  as  1  to  73 ;  5  days  being  a  73d  part  of  a  year. 


Note.  It  is  but  just  to  state,  that  the  foregoing  work  has  been  executed  in  a  style  which  is  no 
less  creditable  to  the  young  gentlemen,  by  whose  immediate  agency  it  has  been  performed,  than  it 
is  conducive  to  the  interest  of  their  employers,  and  satisfactory  to  the  author.  But  it  is  neverthe- 
less possible,  at  least,  that  upon  the  nicest  inspection,  an  occasional  solitary  imperfection  may  be 
found  ;  such,  for  instance,  as  might  be  the  effect  of  a  small  hole  in  the  paper,  or  the  intervention  of 
a  mote  between  the  type  and  paper.  But  for  such  accidental  defects,  should  any  exist,  it  is  believed 
-that  a  ready  excuse  will  be  found  in  every  enlightened  and  generous  mind. 
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The  rule  adopted  by  many  individuals  has  been  to  compute  the  interest  on  the  whole  amount 
of  the  obligation,  up  to  the  date  of  the  first  payment,  and  after  adding  the  interest  thus  obtained 
to  the  principal,  to  deduct  the  amount  of  the  first  payment.  The  remaining  sum  will  form  a  new 
principal,  upon  which  the  interest  is  computed  up  to  the  date  of  the  next  endorsement,  &c.  &c. 

In  the  following  example,  we  have  supposed  that  all  the  payments  were  made  precisely  at  the 
time  when  the}7  became  due  ;  and  were  it  certain  that  business  men  would  in  all  cases  be  able  to 
meet  their  engagements  with  equal  promptness,  we  should  have  occasion  to  offer  no  other  eluci- 
dations, by  way  of  providing  for  less  fortunate  contingencies.

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When  a  payment  does  not  equal  the  amount  of  interest  due  at  the  time  of  such  payment,  it  if 
according  to  the  practice  of  some  States  to  take  no  account  of  it  until  the  date  of  the  next  pay- 
ment, when  it  is  added  to  that  next  payment,  considering  them  both  as  one,  the  date  of  the  last 
forming  the  governing  reference.  But  the  author  of  this  work  is  constrained  lo  sayvthat  he  does 
not  discover  any  good  reason  why  a  debtor  should  not  receive  some  benefit  from  payments  made 
by  him  to  his  creditor,  even  though  such  payments  should  not  equal  the  amount  of  interest  due  on 
the  obligation,  where  they  are  designed  to  apply.  The  receiver  realizes  an  advantage  which  costs 
him  nothing — the  debtor  furnishes  a  consideration  which  avails  him  no  return.  Nevertheless,  the 
rule  above  stated  is,  it  is  believed,  in  some  parts  of  the  country,  the  standard  of  modern  practice, 
and  in  accordance  with  legal  authority  ;  hence  the  better  policy  would  be  for  debtors  never  to  pay 
any  part  of  an  obligation,  unless  the  amount  so  paid  shall  at  least  equal  the  amount  of  interest 
due  at  the  time  of  such  payment. 

I  have  been  informed,  (though  noi  officially,)  that  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  the  rule  of  pro- 
ceeding where  a  payment  is  made  on  an  obligation,  which  does  or  does  not  equal  the  amount  of 
interest,  is,  to  add  the  interest  to  such  payment,  from  the  time  that  it  is  made  up  to  the  time  when 
yearly  instalments  are  due,  then  to  deduct  both  the  principal  and  interest  of  such  partial  payment 
from  the  amount  of  the  general  principal  and  interest  due  on  the  obligation  at  such  time.  This  ii 
undoubtedly  as  it  should  be,  and  in  fact  is  the  only  equitable  method  which  can  be  adopted.  To 
give  the  creditor  the  privilege  of  adding  interest  to  interest  a  dozen  times  over,  in  case  as  many 
payments  are  made  within  the  year,  and  which  is  in  accordance  with  the  practice  in  more  or  less 
of  the  States,  cannot,  it  is  believed,  be  reconciled  with  any  established  principle  of  justice. 

It  appears  to  be  reasonable  that  the  creditor  should  receive  compound  interest  annually,  and  no- 
thing more,  unless  the  debtor  stipulates  to  pay  either  principal  or  interest,  or  both,  semi-annually  j 
and  any  plan  of  computing,  which  gives  the  creditor  a  greater  remuneration  for  the  use  of  his  mo- 
ney than  that  of  interest  upon  interest  once  in  twelve  months,  will  not,  it  is  believed,  be  consider- 
ed an  equitable  one. 

The  following  example  exhibits  a  method  of  computing  interest  on  bonds,  mortgages,  and  notes, 
when  payments  have  been  made  sometimes  less  than  the  interest  due  at  the  time  of  such  payment, 
and  sometimes  more.  The  instalments  are  supposed  to  have  been  paid  at  unequal  intervals  of 
time,  in  some  instances  at  the  precise  period  when  due — in  others  both  before  and  after  the  stipa- 
lated  tnie  upon  which  they  were  due. 

EXAMPLE  II. 

A.  holds  an  obligation  against  B.  for  800  dollars,  dated  January  1,  1829, 
payable  in  four  annual  instalments,  with  interest.  The  above  obligation 
we  wiu  suppose  to  have  been  paid  in  the  following  manner  :

In  the  succeeding  Example,  precisely  the  same  facts  are  supposed  to  exist  as  in  Example  II. ; 
but  the  method  of  computing  the  interest  is  quite  dissimilar  to  that  pursued  in  the  above  supposed 
case,  it  being  in  conformity  to  the  practice  in  Massachusetts,  and  some  other  States,

The  balance  due  on  the  1st  of  January,  1833,  as  shown  by  this  Example,  appears  to  be  $1.06 
more  than  is  shown  to  be  due  by  Example  II.  This  variation  is,  as  will  be  clearly  understood,  in 
consequence  of  the  different  modes  adopted  in  computing  the  interest.  When  the  laws  of  the 
country  do  not  make  definite  provisions  upon  this  subject,  it  remains  for  every  individual,  upon 
making  himself  acquainted  with  the  merits  ofthe  several  ways  which  have  been  proposed  for  com- 
puting interest  on  bonds,  &c.  &c,  to  judge  for  himself  which  way  is  the  most  equitable. 

In  cases  where  an  obligation  is  not  of  any  very  considerable  amount,  and  where  the  time  inter- 
vening between  the  date  and  final  settlement  thereof  is  short,  the  choice  of  the  method  in  com- 
puting the  interest  on  the  same  will  not  essentially  vary  the  amount  to  be  paid.  In  the  following 
we  shall  propose  the  same  facts  as  are  set  forth  in  the  two  preceding  Examples.  In  times  past,  it 
was  a  common  practice  to  calculate  interest  on  obligations  much  in  conformity  to  the  annexed 
statement ;  and  even  at  the  present  day,  when  the  demand  is  small,  and  the  time  short,  it  is  per- 
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tiaps  as  convenient  as  any  other,  and  at  the  same  time  it  would  not  operate  essentially  to  the  un- 
due advantage  or  injury  of  either  party  concerned. 

Note.    When  speaking  of  small  sums  and  short  time,  we  mean  from  10  to  50  dollars,  and  from 
3  months  to  one  year.

Pursuing  this  plan  of  computing  interest,  we  have  the  result  $203.22,  as  forming  the  balanco 
due  January  1,  1833,  which  is  $14.22  less  than  the  balance  shown  to  be  due  under  Example  II., 
and  $15.28  less  than  is  shown  under  Example  III. 

In  cases  where,  the  interest  on  an  obligation  is  payable  yearly,  as  is  most  usually  the  fact,  to 
make  the  computation  of  it  in  accordance  with  this  last  Example,  would  operate  most  materially  to 
the  disadvantage  of  the  creditor.  But  of  the  plan  exhibited  under  Example  II.,  it  will  not,  I  think, 
be  hazarding  reputation  to  say  that,  in  point  of  equity,  it  is  unexceptionable. 
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It  will  be  perceived,  by  referring  to  the  preceding  Interest  Table,  that  the  interest  on  gSS5 
for  228  days  is  shown  to  be  $14.79,  instead  of  $14.80,  as  in  Example  III.,  a  variation  of  1  cent. 
The  interest  on  $395  for  228  days,  is  taken  from  the  Interest  Table  as  follows :

The  exact  amount  of  interest  on  $395  for  228  days,  at  6  per  cent,  is  $14.80  and  160-365ths  of 
a  cent.  So  that  in  taking  the  interest  on  said  principal  from  the  Table,  a  loss  is  sustained  of  a 
fraction  more  than  1  cent.  Other  variations  of  equal  importance,  upon  close  examination,  may 
perhaps  be  discovered.  But  it  will  be  recollected  that  $395  is  a  sum  which  exceeds  the  limits  of 
this  book,  and  that  therefore,  we  are  under  the  necessity  of  doubling,  or  in  other  words,  of 
taking  the  interest  on  the  principal  from  two  different  pages  in  the  book;  first  on  $300  and  then 
on  $95  to  obtain  the  interest  required,  but  it  will  not  happen  in  one  case  out  of  10,  that  the  inter- 
est taken  on  a  sum  less  than  $200  will  vary  from  the  exact  amount  to  exceed  5  mills. 


COMPUTATION  OF  TIME. 


The  general  order  of  stating  the  time  when  accounts  of  interest  are  to  be  made  out,  is  by 
years,  months,  and  days,  although  it  cannot  be  denied,  that  to  reduce  any  given  number  of  months 
and  parts  of  a  month  to  one  total  number  of  days,  is  the  more  strictly  accurate  way  of  proceedings 
A  few  examples  will  illustrate  the  position. 

EXAMPLE  I. 

I  wish  to  know  the  interest  on  $100,  from  November  18th  to  April  23dr  which  is  5  months  and:

In  each  of  these  Examples,  the  time  intervening  between  the  two  given  dates  is  5  months  and 
5  days  ;  but  when  reduced,  the  first  Example  shows  156  days,  the  second  Example  158  days,  and 
the  third  Example  155  days.    The  interest  on  the  given  sum  in  each  Example  is  the  same  where 
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computation  is  made  hymonths  and  days;  but  when  the  actual  number  of  days  intervening  be- 
tween the  given  dates  are  made  to  determine  the  amount  of  interest  due  on  the  given  sum,  wo 
find  by  the  first  Example,  that  it  is  $2.56  ;  by  the  second  Example,  that  it  is  $2,60  ;  and  by  the 
third  Example,  that  it  is  $2.55.  The  difference  between  the  lowest  and  the  highest  product  is 
5  cents.
